Smith continued, "I feel a demons- 
tration in front of the provincial parlia- 
ment is a good idea because it will lend 
weight to what a delegation can achieve." 

Knowles feels differently: "I thinic 
the government is getting a little fed up 
with UGEQ's pressures. 1 don't thinic it 
would do much good to stage massive 
demonstration." 

At a press conference last Friday, 
Arthur Tremblay, assistant Minister of 
Education, said the delays could be ex- 
plained by administrative problems in 
the Department and mistakes on the 
part of students. 



"Part of the delay can be explained 
by the fact that nearly half the forms, 
some 33,000, had to be returned to 
students because they were incomplete 
or erroneous", he said. 

4000 fraudulenf claims? 

Reports have also been made that 
the delay is due to up to 4000 frau- 
dulent claims by students. 

Smith said "In the past few years, 
whenever students have complained 
about the holdup in the granting of 
loans and bursaries, ,^hc Student Aid 
Service said the^dêlay was primarily 
due to the number' of -fraudulent appli- 
cations received. 

"This year only 4000 of some 68,000 
applihations have been termed 'fraudu- 
lent.' Why IS it that students arc arcused 
of fraud when only 6% of the applica- 
tion forms are filled In incorrectly and 
everyone else gets off srot-frec for a 
;much Mrger percent of income tax 
returns each year?," he said. 

UGEQ vice-president Paul Bourbcau 
says the loan system discriminates 
against married students. He claims the 
government automatically halves a 
married applicant's request because they 
assume, both ..students will apply. 

"Wo"rk tovvanl a new system" 

Smith said "it is important tliat wc 
work toward a system where higher ed- 
ucation is not impeded by a financial 
deterrent such as exists under the Stu- 
dent Loans and Scholarship Act, which 
is itself completely arbitrary". 

"The criteria by which students are 
now assessed are at the mercy of the 
Cabinet and do not have to undergo 
the scrutiny of public debate", he said. 

Jean Doré, President of AGEUM, 
said "The situation .is considerably 
worse than last year." 

"We found the people in Quebec 
very unapproachable and vague in their 
answers. This is the first .time the gov- 
. crnmcnt has been so unco-opcrativc," 
he said. 

Jean Sicotte, External Vice-President 



of the Sir George SA said, "When I 
spoke to an official in the Department 
of , Education he said they had other 
priorities for their computers and they 
do not consider loans and bursaries a 
priority". ■ - 

To fill the gap until bursaries arrive, 
the Sir George SA has set up an emer- 
gency loan fund. So far $2,000 in short 
term loans have been distributed. 

When contacted last night. Hector 
Joyal, Director of the Department of 
Education's Student Aid Program, said 
the Department had not yet issued any 
statement on the alleged 4,000 frauds; 
he also denied the loan system discrim- 
inated against married students. 

Joyal refused to answer questions, 
saying "I have nothing to add to what 



Mr. Tremblay said at his press confer- 
ence last Friday." 

"Sometimes the students try to use 
what I say against me," he said. 

The CON meeting tomorrow will con- 
sider various possible lineis of action in 
view of the delay. Among the suggcs- 
tions are : 

• small lobbying delegations at Que- 
bec; ' 

• publicizing examples of students 
seriously affected by tiic Guvcm- 
ment's action;

The representatives 
for Science, Commerce 
and Encinccring voted 
against the motion. 

Chipman's subsequent 
resignation was accepted 
by council by the same

and Engineering walked 
out of the council room, 
destroying the quorum. 

Chipman said he 
couldn't go along with 
council policy and resign- 



ed rather than execute 
council's directives.

Hundreds of McGill students are in a 
desperate financial situation right npw be- 
cause of the incompetence of the Johnson 
administration in Ouebec and the inefficien- 
cy of its loan system. ,- 

• Action to .resolve this problem is being 
planned at this moment, — no thanks to" 
McGill's student government. None of our 
student leaders knows anything about the 
state of student aid at McGill. How can they 
possibly act ? 

, Sunday night, UGEQ offices were the 
scene of an emergency meeting of, executive 
officeris from all the Quebec student unions; 
Leaders of each Students' Society outlined 
details of the situation at their university, 
arid the exact nature of the problem in the 



light of their information. Paul 'Bourbeau, 
Vice-President in charge of Social Action, 
disclosed relevant informotion obtained 
from the provincial government: Then a 
synthesis was mode of the total common 
problem, and an initial attempt was made' 
at a solution. 

The role of the McGill delegation, led 
by President Peter Smith, was reduced to an 
unsatisfactory apology for a sorry situation. 
Smlt^lhoci: to explain that"|tlie?^McGill Stu- 
dents'- Society, in spite of its huge number 
of student organizations, has never thought 
of measuring the present effectiveness of 
the provincial aid system for the McGill 
student, let alone analyzing the problems 
q'nd preparing solutions. 

Meanwhile, another delegation was 



handing out copies of a five-page brief clear- 
ly outlining the dimensions of their problem. 

Our student government can't contribu- 
Je^ to the solution of the problem at McGill, 
l^l^alone vyttfiin UGEQ. Smith purposely 
postponed Wednesday's Council meeting 
until after tHè erhèrgehcy CCN meeting so 
that members will have enough information 
to work on. Council couldn't possibly meet 
to develop McGill policy beforehand, becau- 
se it wouldn't have a clue what to do. 

And what is the executive of the Stu- 
dents' Society,, doing? Making noises about 
committees ''to investigate the situation. 

What the McGill student needs is a 
strong student union which is alert to his 
needs, works in his interest,^^ncl, when a 
crisis of this kind arises/icoTnva and 
effectively on his' bej^if^|^ 
||to|pjThe^whole structure of student govern- 
wSm^offMcGill must be redirected. Council 
must stop trifling away student money on 
its various little clubs and societies: It must 
orient its priorities around the things that 
immediately affect the student — like eva- 
luation of student aid, (recognizing that it 
is at best on interim solution) analysis and 
solution of the ever-increasing housing pro- 
blem, or redesign of courses. 

McGill's student government should be 
in a position to act when the situation requi- 
'.fXJh 't's time we stopped depending on 
UGEQ and the syndicalist Quebec univer- 
sities lo solve our problems for us.

nomination procedure.^ Yet the 
' article makes no mention of this 
decision. Instead it concentrates 
on Paul Wong's Interpretation 
of the facts whick th e.

About t\vo hours bef^^ 
miniitlnns closed on FridayTil3 
vcmber 17, I met Wong and 
told him that the nomination 
^brro which I had already hand- 
ed ' in was not countersigned. 
He told me that 1^ would prob- 
ably be all right, that he. would 
have to check the by-laws, but 
that I shouldn't worry about It. 
Wong admitted to the Judicial 
Committee that he knew at 
that time that my nomination 
form had to be countersigned 
but he cf)uldn't return it to me 
In sign it because it was his 
property. He was under no 
obligation to return anything 




that didn't belong lo me, lie 
said. The article states that 
"\yhen asked why Bcltcl was 
|n otiit61djto file a second countcj^ 
RSSîcS'^nomlnyioh Wong said? 
"II was a question of time. (lie) 
would have had an hour In 
which to dp this," Implying 
that it was a waste of time 
even to try. First of all, I had 
two hours and secondly, it is 
not that hard to get twenty-five 
signatures. In any case, I thank 
Mr. Wong for being so consider- 
ate about my time. 

A little later on In the article 
Wong says that ."all complaints 
must be directed to the Exccut- 
lyéjjàr^the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer*'.*He goes oh to say that 
I had seven days in which to 
do this, but claims I did not. 
Instead, he says, I went directly 
to the Judicial Committee. On 
Tuesday, November 21 — four 
days after nominations closed 
— I appealed to Wong but he 
told mc that his decision was 
final and that I could do no- 
thing about It. On Wednesday, 
November 22, I appealed to 
Peter Foster, then Students' 
Council rep for Arts and 
Science. He arranged a meet- 
ing between Wong and myself, 
so that he could hear both sides 
of the story. Foster could not 
take one word against the other 
so I suggested we bring the 
^matter before the ASUS Ex- 
ecutive. \yong was quick ta 
point out that this would be Im- 
possible sinec the ncxt>inecttnR; 
of the ASUS was scheduled 'for 
six days before the election. An 
ASUS electoral by-law stipul- 
ates that seven days arc needed 
In order to .postpone an elec- 
tion, according to Wong. I had 
no choice but to' appeal to the.

Interestingly enough, Peter 
Foster was a witness at the

WASHINGTON (CUP-CPS) - Demonstrators against the war and the draft gathered in 
several major cities last Friday to dramatize' their support for the five men who were Indicted 
by a federal grand jury for encouraging non-cooperation with the Selective Service System. 



Most of the demonstrations 
were 'relatively small but alto- 
gether hundreds of persons brav- 
ed sub-freezing temperatures to 
1; condemn, the Johnson adminisr 
luaùon/^ând specifically the Jus- 
tice Department, for obtaining 
the indictment against the five 
men, including, pediatrician Dr. 
Benjamin Specie and Yale Uni- 
versity chaplain William Sloan 
Coffin. The demonstrations Fri- 
day were organized by Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS).
